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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4, 9, 13 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 4, 13 and 18 recite a member positioned between the pump unit and the 
channel unit. However, claims 1,10 and 15 recite that the pump unit and the channel 
unit share a joint surface. It is not clear how two members can share a joint surface, yet 
at the same time have a third member placed between the two members. The 
limitations recited in claims 4, 13 and 15 contradict the limitations recited in claims 1,10 
and 15, respectively. 

Claim 9 recites a member for positioning between the pump unit and the channel 
unit. However, claim 6 already recites a sheet-like member that is positioned between 
the pump unit and the channel unit. It is not clear what structure claim 9 is reciting. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1, 2, 5, 10, 11, 14, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Dubrow et al. (US 6,068,752). 

Dubrow et al. disclose a microfluidic device (see Fig. 3). The device comprises 
two joined layers, one layer forming reservoirs and the other layer forming channels 
connecting the reservoirs, and micropumps disposed in the reservoirs/channels to 
facilitate the movement of fluid in the channels (see column 16), wherein the layers can 
be formed from PDMS (line 50, col. 6). 

Claims 3, 12 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dubrow et al. as evidenced by Wikipedia. 

Dubrow et al. do not explicitly disclose that PDMS is translucent. However, 
Wikipedia discloses that PDMS is optically clear.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 6, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ouellet et al. (US 6,602,791 B2). 
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Ouellet et al. disclose a microfluidic apparatus (see Fig. 1). The apparatus 
comprises a pump unit, which can comprise a micropump (see line 22, col. 12), a sheet- 
like member comprising a through hole, and a channel unit 132 comprising a channel 
that is connected to the pump unit via the through hole of the sheet-like member. Each 
unit can be made from PDMS (see line 9, col. 9). 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ouellet et al. 
as evidenced by Wikipedia. 

Ouellet et al. do not explicitly disclose that PDMS is translucent. However, 
Wikipedia discloses that PDMS is optically clear.
